Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated June 29, 2007, Applicants 
hereby elect to prosecute the Group I claims, namely Claims 1 to 23. The Restriction 
Requirement is, however, traversed. 

Traversal is on the grounds that there would not be an undue burden on the 
Examiner in examining all of the claims in a single application. MPEP 808.02 requires 
that the Examiner show such an undue burden; but the Office Action fails to do so. 
Instead, the Office Action merely indicates that the Group I, II and in claims are separately 



usable, but does not expressly state that the examination of the all the claims together in the 
same application would be an undue burden. Therefore, Applicants submit that there 
would not be an undue burden on the Examiner in examining all three groups of claims in a 
single application.
